The shaft connecting element is mountable non-rotatably, more particularly, 
positively non-rotatably, on the door shaft (6), th e shaft conn e cting e l e ment including and 
includes an axial opening extending through the shaft connecting element, for r e c e iving 
non rotatably, mor e particularly positiv e ly non rotatably, th e The door shaft and conn e ctablo or is 
connected by a plate connecting portion located-radkl radially outside of the opening to the 
connecting plate element.
